Plaintiff, John Edmond, alleges: 

1 . This action is brought under the Freedom Of Information FOIA Act , as amended, Five 
ILS.C.A. 552(a) (Four)(B), and seeks a preliminary and final injunction , enjoining the 
withholding of certain information from plaintiff, and directing that the information be disclosed. 

2. Plaintiff resides at 1655 West 1 10 th Sreet, Los Angeles County, Los Angeles, California. 
Defendant, Drug Enforcement Administration DEA is a federal administrative agency within the 
meaning of the Act, and defendant Janice Galli McLeod is the Supervisory Administrative 
Specialist of the Office Of Information Policy OOIP agency. 

3. Venue of this action is properly laid in this court. 

4. Defendant OOIP maintains certain records consisting generally of "investigative'* files, 
which relate to the probing of John Edmond, and in which plaintiff has an interest by reason of 
constitutional rights being violated as well as being harassed and intimidated on a daily basis. On 
or about August 29, 201 1 plaintiff duly requested in writing that Drug Enforcement Agency , 
through the appropriate officer or employee of that agency, disclose the records mentioned above 
to plaintiff, that it permit inspection and copying of them. This request was refused in writing by 
defendant McLeod on February 21, 2012. 

5. At this juncture there has been no assistance from the FOIA Public Liaison nor anyone from 
the DEA assisting in order to arrange an alternative time to provide the requested files. 

6. Attached as Exhibits are copies of the request made by plaintiff and the refusal by defendant 
Drug Enforcement Administration. First request for Freedom Of Information Act exhibit "A, " 
Freedom Of Information FOI Records Management Section's request to complete Form 361 
exhibit " B," completed Form 361 exhibit "C " Communique to FOI Chief Katherine Myrick 
exhibit " D, " FOI/Records Management Section refusal exhibit " E, " FOI/PA Appeal exhibit " 
F " OOIP's reception of appeal exhibit " G, " and Office Of Information Policy affirming 
DEA's refusal to provide the requested files exhibit " H. " 

7. Plaintiff is Pro Se and has incurred expense of filing fee. 

8. The records referred to were and are identifiable records within the meaning of the Freedom 
Of Information Act. Defendant Drug Enforcement Administration's refusal to disclose the record 
to plaintiff was wrongful and without lawful reason or excuse, and plaintiff is entitled to the 
relief provided by the Act.
